News is brought by 
revenue cutter Tahoma, which reached 
Puget Sound today after steaming 
around the world from Baltimore, that 
a party of ethnologists headed by Dr. 
Weldmer Yochelson, a noted Russian 
explorer, has discovered relics and skel- 
etons that would establish the record of 
population of Northwestern North 
America during prehistoric ages. 

In a statement to Capt. Quinan of.the 
Tahoma, Dr. Yochelson told of differ- 
ences from the present civilization on 
the islands which the relics uncovered 
would establish completely a_ belief 
that thousands of years ago the high- 
est type of humanity existing in the 
New World was in the North. The 
search of the Yochelson party is direct- 
ed by the Royal Russian Geographical 
Society and will be continued several 
years before a formal report is made in 
St. Petersburg.

Learned Trade of Baker. 


He says he is a native of Lebanon, 
Ky., where he obtained a fair public 
school education. His father died 
when he was 12 years old and soon 
after that he was compelled to become 
the breadwinner for his widowed moth- 
er. 


He took up the trade of baker and 


worked as an apprentice at his home in 
Louisville, where he finished his appren- 
ticeship and got to .the point where he 
could earn $30 a week. 

Louis first in 1 
he safe. workéd here awhile ana t 
went to several other cities in the Mid- 
die West, working at his trade. Then 
he went to Cincinnati, where he stayed 
two years. On May 17 he returned to 
St. Louis.

out when there was a rush at some 
bakery. His funds ran lower and low- 
er and about the middle of June he 
found his cash on hand reduced to a 
few dimes. 


Met Stranger in Hotel. 

He went, he said, to the Globe Hotel, 
a cheap lodging house, at 112 North 
Sixth street. There, among others, he 
met a man known to him only by his 
first name. He saw this man several 
times, he said, aboutgtue hotel office. 

On June 17 Hayes Was penniless. 2 
saw the man again and asked him for 
a nickel to vay his way to the South 
Side, where he expected to get money 
from ‘stends. The man told him he 
would give him a dime if he would go to 
the postoffice and get a letter. Hayes 
armed with an order signed “A. &. 
Macklin,” went to the Postoffice and 
got the letter. Two blocks away he was 
arrested. The letter had been written by 
Wabash officials as a decoy for the 
blackmallers. 

Hayes, because he did not want any- 
one to know he was staying at a lodg- 
ing house, had registered as “R. L. Hag- 
gard."’ He thinks he would have done 
better had he registered under his own 
name. 

He was acyuitted by Uni.ed States 
Commissioner Hibbard when taken be- 
fore that official on a charge of im- 
proper use of the mails, but when he 
went back to the jail to get his ef- 
fects he was re-arrested on a warrant 
charging blackmail. He pleaded not 
guilty in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection and was bound over to the 
grand jury which indicted him. 

Since then Pinkerton detectives have 
found evidence which makes them cer- 
tain that Hayes’ story is true and that 
the man who sent him for the letter 
did take advantage of his innocence. 
They are looking for that man. 


Letters te Girl Are Clew. 


Among other evidence against the 
man now sought as the blackmaller are 
letters he wrote to a girl-in Colum- 
bia, Mo., the hand writing of whi-a 
bears a striking resemblance to that 
of the letters addressed to the Wabash 
officials. 

It has developed that the man sought 
was formerly a school janitor at Colum- 
bia. It is said, also, that the writing 
In the letters to the Wabash officials 
strongly resembles that of letters writ- 
ten to New York Central officials just 
before a wreck near New York in 1906. 

Hayes is represented by a lawyer ap- 
pointed by the Court. The young pris- 
oner says that he wil! insist on &@ com- 
plete vindication and that nothing else 
will satisfy him. He is willing, he says, 
to testify against the other man when- 
ever he is arrested and brought to trial. 
He has no intention of running away, 
he says, and cannot understand why 
te le kept a prisoner after the investi- 
gating detectives have become satisfied 
of his innocence.

Permanent Injunction Granted 
Against Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


PRINCIPLE IS AT STAKE 


Judges Grosscup and Kohlsaat 
Agree on Decision, While 
Baker Dissents.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2%—The permanent 
injunction sought by Western railways 
against the Interstate Commerce Com- 


‘| mission in the famous Missouri River 


rate case was granted here today by 

Judges Grosscup, Baker and Kohisaat 
of the United States Circuit Court. 

Judge Grosscup delivered the opinion 
of the court, Judge Kohlisaat concur- 
ring, while Judge Baker delivered a 
dissenting opinion. 

The Commission, thus defeated in its 
first attempt to bring about what is al- 
leged to be a new system, or principle 
of ratemaking, will, it is asserted, carry 
the cause to the Supreme Cpurt of the 
United States. 

The parties which petitioned for the 
injunction were the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land & Pacific Railroad Co., the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Co., 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad Co., the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railway Co. and the receivers of 
the Chicago Great Western Railway Co. 
et al. 

The Illinois Central, the Santa Fe, the 
Alton, the Missour! Pacific and the 
Frisco Railroad companies and a num- 
ber of important shipping interests in- 
tervened as co-complainants. 

Affects Only the West. 

“The question raised,” said Judge 
Grosscup in rendering his opinion, “in 
its larger aspect, is not so much a 
question between the shippers and the 
railroads as between the commercial 
and manufacturing interests of Den- 
ver and of the tefritory east of the 
Mississippi River on the orfe side and 
the eommercial and manufacturing in- 
terests of the Missouri River cities on 


the other.’”’ 
By the decision announced today the 


Missour! River cities lose the advan- 
tage which the enforcement of the com- 
mission's order would have biven then. 

Besid@és granting the permanent in- 
junction in the Missouri River ra‘g 
case, the Court:salso granted a prelim- 
inary injunction in the Denver rate 
case which is based on similar prinG- 
ples as the Missouri River case. ° 

The Denver case, involv:ng shipments 
to Denver instead of Missouri River 
points, is still pending final decision on 
a aemurrer filed by the Interstate Com. 
merce Commission to the bill of the 
complaining railroads. 

‘The ratiroads in the Missouri River 
rate case sought to have the Interstate 
Commerce Commission enjoined perma- 
nently from enforcing an order of the 
Commission made June 24, 1908, relating 
to joint rates from the Atlantic sea- 
board to Missouri River cities. This or- 
der sought to create a system of 
through rates from the Atlantic sea- 
bonrd to the Missouri River that were a 
reduction from the sums of local rates.

One was an 
honest clock, the other was not. 

A cheap dollar alarm clock behind the 
bar read 12:3. A big wall clock read 
11:36. The policeman was not sure, but 
he asked Ditmar which time he was 
working by. Ditmar said the clock be- 
hind his back was correct. 

The policeman consulted his watch 
again, but still was not sure. So, with- 
out arousing suspicion, he hurried to 
Broadway, where he looked at the time 
of a big clock in front of a jeweler’s 
store. 


Three Clocks Agreed. 
The jeweler’s clock, the big saloon 


clock and his watch read the same, so 
the policeman concluded that Ditmar’s 
little clack was a cheater. So he made 
a report and the citation followed. 

The owner of the saloon testified that 
he had told hi. brother to open the sa- 
loon when he rang a bell, but where this 
bell was or other circumstances about it 
were not brought out and he lest his /i- 
cense.

It is probable that the Independenc* 
II, the St. Louis speed boat, will get 
a crack at the Dixie II, the present 
champion of the United States, and 
other fast Eastern flyers,:if it is found 
possible to express the vessel] east with- 
out serious danger of injury te the 
boat. 

Edwin C. Koenig, owner of the Inde- 
pendence II, has received a special in- 
vitation from H. 8. Gambel, secretary 
of the New York Motor Boat Club, to 
enter his boat for the races to be held 
on the Hudson River, Sept. 15-16. Koe- 
nig has wired to Gambel asking him his 


opinion as to the best way to get the 
boat east. The firm that built the 215 
horsepower engine for Koenig’s boat 
is anxious that he enter and take @ 
chance at the Dixie II. They have 
promised him a corps of skilled me- 
chanics to put the boat in perfect trim 
as soon as he ships it east. 

There will not be much difference -in 
speed between the Dixie and Inde- 
pendence. The Dixie has not shown 
over 82 miles an hour so far on fresh 
water, although on an ocean bay the 
boat went over 3% miles an hour. The 
St. Louis boat is a higher-powered 
speeder than the Dixie and both are the 
same length, a trifle under # feet. At 
Peoria recently over a mile the Inde- 
pendence made a trifle less than a 9- 
mile an hour average with the engine 
not sitting properly on its base because 
of an accident when the craft hit a 
snag in the free-for-all.

AGAINST TRUST'S 
CHANGE OF FORN 


He Tells Bar Association Hold- 
ing Companies Now Men- 
ace the Public. 


——— 


HAVE BEEN LEGALIZED 


St. Louisan Pleads That In- 
vestor Is Entitled to Hon- 
est Statutes.

By Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 24.—The ex- 
cise tax upon corporations imposed at 
the special session of Congress has a 
significance far beyond its revenue 
features, according to Frederick W. 
Lehmann of St. Louis, president of the 
American Bar Association, who deliv- 





ered his annual address at the meeting 
of the organization today. 

“It is of highest importance as the 
opening door to regulation which will 
broaden vith the years,’ said Mr. Leh- 
mann. “There is in this no invasion 
of merely private affairs. A business 
conducted by corporate methods is not a 
private business. Corporate powers are 
not natural vights ana the general wel- 
fare is the only justification for the 
grant of them. The right of public su- 
pervision inheres in them and is as 
broad as the interests that may be af- 
fected.”’ 

Mr. Lehmann declared that the trust 
is obsolete. 

‘Nobody now is so ignorant or so de- 
filant of law as to think of forming one,” 
said he, “‘and it is very easy to do much 
better. Out of the ashes of the ‘trust’ 
has sprung the holding company, the 
‘trust’ in an improved, perfected form. 
The holding company does and is de- 
signed to do exactly what was done by 
the ‘trust,’ and does it more efficiently. 
Is it under the ban of the law? Cem 
tainly not in all of the states.’’ 

Montana’s Mistake. 

Mr. Lehmann mentioned the prohibi- 
tion in Montana against trusts. 

“Having slain the senile and debili- 
tated ‘trust,’ they made invulnerapbie 
through legitimacy its youthful and 
sturdy successor, the holding company,” 
said he. The speaker said these two 
laws stand together, with the result 
that any industry or business of the 
State may be legally monpolized, pro- 
vided it is well and thoroughly done, 
and no half-way measures are em- 
ployed. This condition of the law ex- 
ists in other states, he asserted. 


Struggle Is for Betterment. 

The speaker gave a review of the en- 
actments of Congress, and the various 
states, and said: ‘“‘We find in our legis- 
lation some enactments that are crude, 
Superfluous and misdirected. and some 
that may wear the mask of false pre- 
tense, but in the main it is well intend- 
ed and measurably efficient of itg pur- 
pose. 

“The striving manifested is for a 
purer public life, a more perfect’ admin- 
istration of justice, a kindlier dealing 
with the unfortunate and the erring, a 
more general education of the people, 
the protection of every man in the earn- 
ings of his labor, the betterment of ma- 
terial conditions, the conservation of 
health, the promotion of morals and 
more equal opportunities for all in the 
struggle of life. In an effort of this 
kind we may expect some mistakes and 
can well afford to bear with them.”’

How old is a poficeman? 

_ That fs one of the few questions that 
it is no use to ask a policeman. 

He is supposed to be able to tell inquir- 
ere where Carnegie Park is or what time 
the next balloon goes up. The manual 
requires him to stand still long enough 
to let anyone look at his number who 
#0 desires, and, if anyone has the te- 

merity to ask it, he ts further required 
to state his name. 

But there is nothing in the manual 
paying that he must tell even his 
own age, much iess that he shal] an- 
ewer. so comprehensive a question as 
“How old is a policeman?’

Sam Case Believes He Wound- 
ed One of Three Men He 
Found Near House. 





Sam Case, sleepless guardian of his 
home at Midlané Heights, St. Louis 
County, beleaguered for nearly a fort- 
night by the husband ana father-in-law 
of a sick woman he has sheltered, said 
Tuesday that he believed he wounded 
one * t's mcn with his shotgun Mon- 
day night. 

“IT was walking around my house at 
10 o’clock last night,” said Case, ‘and 
saw three men prowling in the woods 
about 100 feet away. Two,of them look- 
ed tc me like Everett Fyke and his 
father, Charles Fyke. Who the other 
was I have no idea. ° 

“IT fired right at tne men,” he said. 
“Then I saw one of them fall, and the 
other two bend over and- pick him up. 
Whether the one who fell was one of 
the Fykes I couldn’t make out. They 
were gone a minute later.’’ 

Sheriff Grueninger was summoned by 
telephone by Case after the shootiny, 
and took two of his deputies and tw» 
constables with him in his automobile 
to the house, which is near the Creve 
Coeur electric line. 

The five mén, with Case, searched the 
woods for -n hour, but found no trace 
of the trio. 


Woman Fears to Leave. 


Mrs. Everett Fyke, aged 19, wife of 
Everett Fyke, has recovered from the 
illness which caused her to be left, 
a week ago last Thursday, at the Case 
home. She is unwilling to leave the 
Case house, being in deadly fear of her 
husband and his father. 

She has appealed to her father and 
brother, who live in Beechgrove, Ind., 
near Ind‘anapolis, to rescue her from 
her’present plight and take her home. 

The Fykes have been persistent in 
the effort to get the woman, and take 
her with them on a cross-country jour- 
ney. At the same time they are keeping 
out of the way of the authorities, as 
the elder Fyke is wanted by the Indian- 
apolis police on the charge of attempt- 
ing to kill his wife there. 

The first attempt to take the woman 
away was made while she was still dan- 
gerously ill, and resulted in the arrest 
of Alva Leonard, friend and traveling 
companion of the Fykos. 

Keeps Peace With Gun. 

His trial on the charge of disturbing 
the peace was.continued Tuesday in 
Justice Stobie’s Court at Wellston. 

The Fykes and Leonard stopped their 
Wagon at Case’s home Aug. 12, and 


{asked that the young wife be taken in 


for a few days. She was suffering so 
that Case and his wife acceded to the 
request.” They called a physician, who 
ordered that she be kept quiet. 

In carrying out .the physician’s or- 
ders, Case has guarded his home by 
night with a shotgun, and friends and 
neighbors have aided him by standing 
eh in the daytime.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 244.—It was 
the story of true love for a child which 
did not return her affections that Mrs.

Marian wore the blue linen suit Mr. 
Barclay dressed her in after the kid 
naping, and in her arms were a small 
Teddy bear and a handsome jointed 
doll, which Mrs. Barclay had bethought 
herself to purchase before starting on 
the trip. 


Nursed Child to Health. 
“Good gracious,’’ Mrs. Barclay ex- 


claimed, when a visitor wondered at 
the depth of affection her actions would 
indicate she bears to the child. “You 
wonder at my love for this baby?’ she 
asked: 

“That’s because you're a man. Ask 
any woman how much she would love a 
child she had watched over day and 
night for a year, nursing its faint flicker 
of life into a flame and bringing its 
puny body to health. Ask a woman. 

“When I took Marian she was just a 
shadow of a baby. If you had seen her 
when she lay clenching her fists and 
gasping for breath in the incubator at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair, you woula 
wonder that she is alive today. Physi- 
clans say it was nothing except my care 
and love which finally made her sturdy 
and healthy as any youngster, Yes, I 
guess I can say that to mothers, any- 
how. Yet you wonder why I love her.” 

Mrs. Barclay paused for a moment 
and patted the head of the little girl. 
The child smilingly looked up at her. 

“Tt's remarkable she isn’t afraid of 
me,’’ said the woman. “I don’t know all 
that Mrs. Bleakley has said to poison 
her mind against me, but what Marian 
said to me when I picked her up the 
other night tells me a great deal. She 
didn’t scream or cry or anything. She 
just looked up at me with those great, 
big blue eyes and said, ‘Are you Mrs.

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ENGLAND'S TAX ntvoubTidls, 


The British House of Commons has approved 
the revolutionary proposals of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Lloyd-George, to tax land values 
in tha United Kingdom. The parliamentary strug- 
gle has been bitter and the campaign full of en- 
érgy and significance. 

It was Lord Roseberry who characterized the 
Lloyd-George scheme as revolutionary when he 
remarked after the reading of the measure, “This 
is not a budgét; it fs a revolution.” Although rad- 
ical in several proposals, the revolutionary clauses 
related to the taxation of land values. Adopting 
the single-tax principle, Mr. Lloyd-George pro- 
posed a tax of 20 per cent on the increased value 
of land, the “unearned increment,” as Henry 
George designated it; a tax of 10 per cent on the 
benefits accruing from the termination of leases, 
atid a duty of a halfpenny in the pound on thé 
capital value of undeveloped land and unmined 
minerals. The tax » unmined minerais has been 
shifted to mining royalties and rents and some 
modifications have been made in other minor 
points, but the single tax principle is accepted. 

As an entering wedge to the breaking up of 
large landed estates and to the checking of land 
holding for speculation, the land taxes are des- 
perately opposed by land Owners and the allied in- 
terest of wealth and caste. It is even hinted that 
the House of Lords may take the unprecedented 
course of opposing the Commons on a measure of 
finance. When Lloyd-George accepted the chan- 
cellorship he is said to have remarked that he 
regarded it as his opportunity “to do some- 
thing,” because the Lords would not dare block 
financial measures. Should they oppose this 
measure, the issue would probably go to the coun- 
try with the prospect of one of the most interest- 
ing campaigns in the history of English politics. 
But the threat of opposition in the House of Lords 
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"Yetines. They will Rover ap a humming bitd docs 
ovet a blossom, and their possibilitie. aré limit- 
less for Work or pleasure. 

Two Americans have been most successful in 
the production of the helicopter type of flying 
machine.

These inventors and others, such as H. B. Gam- 
meter, a Cleveland inventor, and M. Cornu, the 
well-known French helicopter inventor, are 
strenuously working to perfect their machines.

Writers of letters to the Post-Dispatch have 
been passing some severe remarks about the 
street car manners of St. Louis men. The charges 
against them run from lack of chivalry and 
thoughtfulness to rudeness, and one writer—a 
woman—mindful of her Darwin, suggests that our 
men are not yet completely “evolved.” 

It is a vexatious problem. Efforts to fix hard 
and fast rules of conduct are vain. The street car, 
American in origin, developed under necessity and 
adapted to public needs, is thoroughly democratic. 
It is the final exemplification of the first-come- 
first-served and each-for-nimself rules of this 
country of individualistic impulse, where, as a 
foreigner expressed it, everybody steps on every- 
body else’s toes. 

Moreover, a man, paying for his ride, is entitled 

to a seat if he can get it and to keep it if it 
pleases him. In the politico-economic scheme 
there is no distinction between the privileges of 
sex. Men may be as tired as women; they may 
have infirmities or bundles or even better rea- 
sons. 
But no reasons will excuse failure to observe 
the rules which govern gentlemanly conduct. 
Neither weariness nor impédimenta will blind 
chivalry to the presence of women. Infirmities 
will not excuse a mad rush for entrance in 
front of waiting women. Decency will not sit in 
indifference when age makes its silent appeal. 
Observation serves to confirm the view that St. 
Louis men are very lax in their street car man- 
ners. There are apparently three reasons: Pay- 
as-you-enter cars, Which invite haste; custom, 
which is very bad; and indifference to the rules 
of common politeness, which is worse, and prob- 
ably incurable.

If the Republic and the De- 
mocracy can tolerate the creation of 
these pampered and at times menacing 
dependents they will survive the en- 
forcement of a law which may reveal 
the extent of the privilege conferred 
and the unworthiness of its recipients.

THE BACHELOR TAX. 








It Is Unnecessary, but There cAre Re.isons Why 
Women Should Favor It.

HE questi: of whether of not 

5 6 the voluntary bachelor should. be 
taxed is one which dates back 

to the first bachelor—in other words, to 
Adam—before Fate took pity on his in- 
ability to find Lis collar button and sup- 
plied him with a wife. 
But the venerable subject is given 
new life by the fact that there are now 
pending before the legislatures of four 
states bills for the establishment of a 
bachelor tax. 
In Iowa, Wisconsin and Texas meas- 
ures are being considered whereby all 
unmarried men over a certain age will 
be made to pay for the privilege of the 
single life. 
The Iowa bill provides for the pay- 
ment of an annual bachelor tax of $2. 
In the Texas measure the tax is graded 
from $10 to $25, according to the age of 
the delinquent, while in Missouri it is 
proposed to exact $50 a year from the 
culprit. 
The solon responsible for the Wiscon- 
sin measure believes that every man 
wants to get married, but that some are 
too shy or too helpless. So he proposes 
to establish a State marriage bureau. 


By far the more ingenious of these 
proposed enactments is the Texas Dill, 
which, foreseeing the tendency of the 
wily male to “swear off’’ his bachelor 
tax, requires that every unmarried man 
must propose to at least one girl a year, 
under penalty of » double tax, or fur- 
nish the tax collector with satisfactory 
evidence in writing of his rejection. 

It has been suggested that as the re- 
sult of this-provision eligible Texas 
girls will have to provide themselves 
with written rejection slips, similar to 
those sent out by the magazines with 
returned manuscripts. 

But I think that the confirmed 
bachelor would refuse to take the 
chance of being accepted and that the 
only thing for him to do in the event of 
the bill’s passage would be to club to- 
gether with his fellow sufferers and 
pay an annual salary to a young woman 
who would be termed the official re- 
jector. This salary would, of course, 
have to be larger than the annual in- 
come of any member of the club, 
so 6€6that)6)]«6the.)6«6pyoung) woman would 
certainly play fair and not drive some 
unalterable bachelor to despair by ac- 
cepting him. 

Perhaps the St. Louis bachelor will 
not shiver with apprehension upon 
learning of the coercive measures con- 
templated in the West.
